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FOREWORD 


The  work  of  che  Reconstruction  Hospital  Unit  for  the  year  1939 
proceeded  on  about  the  same  scale  as  for  the  year  1938,  but  with  a 
slight  increase  in  the  number  of  traumatic  cases.  The  use  made 
of  the  facilities  of  the  Unit  is  still  not  as  great  as  it  should  be. 
Nevertheless,  the  prestige  of  the  Unit  in  its  special  field  adds 
yearly  to  its  reputation  and  influence. 

We  deeply  appreciate  the  continued  interest  of  the  many  friends 
of  the  hospital  and  we  gratefully  acknowledge  our  indebtedness 
to  the  hospital  staffs  for  their  efficient  and  devoted  service  of  the 
past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
RECONSTRUCTION  HOSPITAL  UNIT 


The  Reconstruction  Hospital  Unit  continues  to  be  of  assis- 
tance in  adding  to  the  resources  of  the  institution  for  the  training 
of  surgical  residents  in  fracture  and  accident  work. 

The  weekly  staff"  conferences  are  the  outstanding  feature  at 
the  Reconstruction.  They  are  attended  not  only  by  the  whole 
staff  at  Reconstruction,  but  also  by  physicians  from  all  parts 
of  New  York  and  from  adjoining  areas  who  come  for  the  educa- 
tional advantages  offered  by  the  conferences.  Interesting,  infor- 
mative, and  practical  cases  are  discussed  in  round-table  fashion 
so  that  the  men  can  clarify  their  opinions  and  ideas  on  a  great 
number  of  subjects. 

The  institution  continues  to  serve  the  immediate  residents 
for  the  treatment  of  emergency  cases.  There  were  3,133  patients 
treated  in  the  emergency  clinic.  The  total  number  of  visits  to 
the  Out-Patient  Department  was  6,887.  In  the  hospital  there 
were  9,947  days  of  care  given  in  1939  compared  to  11,020  in  1938. 
Traumatic  cases  in  the  hospital  numbered  387  compared  to  355 


The  institution  had  an  unusually  large  deficit  because  of  the 
lack  of  income  from  patients.  A  great  many  of  the  patients  are 
City  emergency  cases  and,  as  the  City  pays  only  $3  a  day,  only 
about  half  of  the  actual  cost  to  the  hospital  is  paid.  There  was 
a  decreased  income  from  pay  patients  also,  with  the  result  that 
the  total  deficit  for  1939  was  $9,528.39,  an  amount  much  larger 
than  it  should  be  for  an  institution  of  this  size.

OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY  AND 
PHYSICAL  THERAPY 

These  two  units  have  been  cooperating  more  closely  than  ever, 
each  supplementing  the  other  in  hastening  the  recovery  of  in- 
patients and  out-patients.  The  physical  therapy  carries  on  those 
stimulating  activities  for  promoting  healing  and  return  to  normal 
function  which  are  closely  associated  with  the  voluntary  acts 
of  occupational  therapy. 

The  psychotherapeutic  aspect  of  the  two  units  should  be  men- 
tioned also.  At  the  same  time  that  the  condition  of  the  injured 
part  is  improving,  the  patient's  interest  brings  happiness  and 
contentment  and  improves  his  whole  outlook  and  personality. 

The  physical  therapy  has  been  under  the  direction  and  super- 
vision of  Dr.  John  D.  Currence,  in  close  cooperation  with  the 
attending  staff.  Dr.  Currence  reports  694  treatments  given  in 
the  hospital  and  9,342  in  the  Out-Patient  Department. 

Miss  Mary  Kintigh  Fox,  in  the  occupational  therapy  division, 
reports  that  208  patients  received  1,157  curative  treatments  in 
the  in-patient  and  out-patient  departments.  There  were  also 
70  patients  referred  for  curative  work  only  and  they  were  given 
304  treatments.  Diversional  work  was  prescribed  for  340  patients 
in  the  hospital  for  a  total  of  2,264  days.  Thus  there  was  a  total 
of  618  patients  who  received  aid  and  supervision  through  this 
prescribed  therapy. 

SOCIAL  SERVICE 

The  Social  Service  Department  continues  to  be  a  bright  spot 
in  the  hospital  through  its  contacts  with  patients  and  relatives. 
It  is  an  aid  to  physicians  in  making  arrangements  for  the  treat- 
ment of  patients  outside  of  the  hospital  to  supplement  what  is 
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necessary  in  the  clinics.  A  great  deal  of  time  is  given  in  helping 
to  solve  the  patients'  social  and  family  problems  that  are  pre- 
cipitated by  accident  and  sickness,  in  furnishing  supplementary 
food  and  clothing,  and  in  arranging  financial  aid  if  necessary.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SURGICAL  DIRECTOR  OF 
RECONSTRUCTION  HOSPITAL  UNIT 


The  professional  activities  of  the  Reconstruction  Hospital  Unit 
have  been  considerably  diversified  during  the  past  year.  In  the 
hospital,  as  well  as  in  the  clinic  and  accident  ward,  the  care  of 
the  injured  has  become  more  nearly  standardized,  and  during 
our  eleven  years  of  continuous  service  we  have  gradually  evolved 
a  more  uniform  method  of  treatment  for  such  frequent  injuries 
as  wounds,  burns,  fractures,  and  joint  and  tendon  lesions. 

As  a  result  of  the  Tuesday  morning  ward  rounds  and  confer- 
ences, we  have  codified  and  simplified  our  procedures  so  that  the 
patient  receives  the  benefit  not  only  of  the  opinion  of  the  surgeon 
in  attendance,  but  also  of  what  is  in  effect  a  consultation  by  the 
whole  group.  Both  the  patient  and  the  staff  are  benefited  by 
this  method  of  consultation,  and  the  combined  opinion  is  carried 
on  into  our  teaching  and  writing  activities. 

Our  monthly  meetings  have  been  largely  attended.  The  topics 
for  discussion  are  nearly  all  clinical,  inasmuch  as  patients  are 
shown  and  end-results  evaluated. 

We  continue  to  stress  prompt  treatment,  and  for  that  reason 
the  tour  of  duty  is  so  arranged  that  a  member  of  the  staff  is 
always  available  for  immediate  aid,  day  or  night.  We  feature 
conservative  rather  than  radical  treatment  and  do  not  resort  to 
operation  until  nonoperative  measures  have  proved  unavailing. 
Our  procedure  in  this  respect  differs  from  that  of  some  other 
hospitals,  but  our  increasing  experience  amply  justifies  this  type 
of  management. 

The  monthly  staff  publication,  Traumatology,  continues  to 
attract  wider  circulation  and,  in  the  new  format  just  adopted, 
its  general  appearance  is  improved  and  its  appeal  enlarged. 
This  leaflet  is  wholly  financed  by  the  staff  and  it  is  circulated 
chiefly  among  the  matriculates  who  have  been  students  in  the  four 
seminars  conducted  by  us  each  year  in  connection  with  the  Post- 
Graduate. 
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Our  great  need  continues  to  be  free  beds  so  that  we  may  care 
for  a  larger  number  of  patients. 

The  cordiality  established  long  ago  among  the  staff  members 
still  continues  and  has  meant  much  in  making  another  successful 
year.  The  thanks  of  the  professional  staff  are  extended  to  the 
staff  of  employees  charged  with  the  administration  of  the 
hospital.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
AUXILIARY  COMMITTEE  OF 
RECONSTRUCTION  HOSPITAL  UNIT 


The  Auxiliary  Commitree  endeavors  to  supply  the  hospital 
with  linen,  china,  pajamas,  gowns,  etc.,  and  this  year  also  has 
bought  rugs  and  chintz  curtains  for  the  nurses'  rooms  and  has 
had  showers  installed  in  both  the  nurses'  and  the  interns'  quarters. 
The  usual  monthly  meetings  were  held,  at  which  the  Committee, 
the  Social  Service  Department,  and  the  Occupational  Therapy 
Department  make  reports.  There  is  a  visiting  committee  which 
makes  an  inspection  of  the  hospital  once  a  month  with  Miss 
de  Miranda  and  reports  to  the  Auxiliary  Committee. 

The  Social  Sen-ice  Department  has  had  the  good  fortune  of 
having  the  patients'  library  completely  reorganized  by  members 
of  the  Junior  League.  A  new  volunteer  librarian  distributes 
books  throughout  the  wards  three  times  a  week.  We  are  very 
grateful  to  Mrs.  William  E.  Mackay  for  making  this  great  service 
possible.  The  income  from  coca-cola  and  cigarette  machines  is 
used  by  the  Social  Service  Department  to  pay  for  braces  and  shoes 
and  enables  the  department  to  solve  some  of  the  many  problems 
which  call  for  help  that  we  could  not  otherwise  give.  At 
Thanksgiving  there  is  a  raffle  so  that  we  may  give  baskets  and 
extra  help  to  our  neediest  patients.  The  cheer  and  encourage- 
ment given  by  our  Social  Service  Department  go  far  in  the  curing 
of  many  ills,  and  we  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Adams  for  her  untiring 
effosrt. 

We  are  very  proud  of  the  work  of  the  Occupational  Therapy 
Department  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Fox.  She  is  working 
at  both  the  Post-Graduate  Hospital  and  the  Reconstruction 
Hospital.  The  curative  side  of  occupational  therapy  is  being 
stressed.  We  have  several  patients  who  come  for  curative  occu- 
pational therapy  only,  and  patients  who  work  in  cooperation 
with  physical  therapy.  Several  sales  of  articles  made  by  the 
patients  in  the  department  helped  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
materials.    We  still  have  a  surplus  in  the  Occupational  Therapy 
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Fund  and  so  are  able  to  pay  for  a  worker  during  the  summer 
months  when  our  volunteers  are  absent.  The  department  would 
not  be  able  to  carry  on  its  work  without  the  assistance  of  our 
three  faithful  and  efficient  volunteers,  Mrs.  Vinke,  Miss  Manny, 
and  Miss  Higgins.    We  give  them  our  heartfelt  thanks. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Committee  joins  with  the  United  Hospital 
Fund  drive  each  year,  no  entertainment  is  given  to  raise  funds. 
This  year  we  received  only  $435,  which  was  divided  between  the 
Auxiliary  Committee  and  the  Social  Service  Department. 

Our  usual  Christmas  party  was  a  great  success,  being  attended 
by  the  ambulatory  ward  cases  and  one  hundred  clinic  children. 
The  nurses  were  given  theatre  tickets  as  presents.  We  wish  to 
thank  the  Kiwanis  Club  for  their  generous  donation  of  presents, 
which  were  given  out  by  Santa  Claus  as  the  children  left  the 
building.  We  wish  to  thank  all  the  staff  who  enter  into  the 
spirit  of  Christmas  and  make  this  party  possible.  We  are  grate- 
ful to  the  choir  boys  who  came  from  the  Cathedral  of  St.  John 
the  Divine  and  sang  carols  in  the  wards  and  at  the  Christmas 
party. 

Our  committee  could  not  carry  on  without  the  kind  and 
interested  cooperation  of  the  administrative  staff.

We  have  made  an  examination  of  the  balance  sheet  of  the  New  York  Post-Graduate 
Medical  School  and  Hospital  (including  the  Reconstruction  Hospital  Unit)  as  of  December 
31,  1939.  In  connection  therewith,  we  examined  or  tested  accounting  records  of  the  institutions 
and  other  supporting  evidence  and  obtained  information  and  explanations  from  officers  and 
employees  of  the  institutions,  but  we  did  not  make  a  detailed  audit  of  the  transactions.  It  was 
impracticable  for  us  to  obtain  direct  confirmation  and  verification  of  gifts  received,  but  we 
assured  ourselves  generally  that  proper  control  records  were  maintained  during  the  year  for  the 
receipt  and  acknowledgment  of  contributions. 

Investments  in  bonds  and  stocks  are  included  in  the  above  balance  sheet  at  cost  or  at  amounts 
recorded  on  the  books  at  date  of  receipt  and  the  aggregate  amount  thereof  on  that  basis  was 
approximately  $310,000  in  excess  of  the  amount  at  market  quotations  at  December  31,  1939; 
real  estate  mortgages  are  included  at  face  amounts  or  less;  investments  in  real  estate  are  in- 
cluded at  cost,  without  provision  for  depreciation.  No  provision  has  been  made  for  depreciation 
of  buildings  and  equipment  used  for  hospital  purposes. 

In  our  opinion,  based  upon  such  examination  and  subject  to  the  explanations  contained  in  the 
preceding  paragraph,  the  above  balance  sheet  presents  fairly  the  combined  position  of  the 
New  York  Post-Graduate  Medical  School  and  Hospital  and  ihe  Reconstruction  Hospital  Unit 
at  December  31.  1939.
